JOHNS CHARGED 


W ITH M D ER 


Fiancee of Lake Victim Held 


Without Bail. 


CORONER'S 
JURY 
IGNORED 


Suspicion Also Envelops the Father 


of Alice Crispell and He Is Under 
Surveillance. 


Herbert Johns, accused of murdering 
his sweetheart, Alice Crispell, whose 
body was found in Harvey’s lake, was 
held on the charge of murder in the 
first degree after a hearing before an 
alderman in WilkeB-Barre, Pa. 


A coroner’s 
jury had exonerated 
Johns of any connection with the tra­ 
gedy, although deciding that the girl 
met her death through violence. 


Although Johns will now face trial 
on the charge of killing the girl, with 
whom he spent the last night she was 
seen alive, a tangle of suspicion has 
also enveloped William Crispell, the 
girl’s father, who, it is alleged, once 
threatened to kill her because of her 
waywardness and irregular habits. 


A man in the dark, seen 
hiding 
along the road near the scene of the 
tragedy, about the time the girl is 
thought to have lost her life, is believ­ 
ed by some to have been the father, 
who observed her in company with 
Johns during the day, but did not 
speak to her. 


William Aicher, who was with Johns 
and the girl on the night of July 4, 
at the Oneonta hotel, Harvey’s Lake, 
was the first witness. 
He said the 
girl had a few drinks and was slightly 
ill after drinking a lemon and seltzer. 
He was forced to admit that he heard 
Alice coax Johns to accompany her 
home, promising to get a place for 
him to stay with a relative. 


Mrs. Martha Holcomb, a sister of 
Alice, admitted that Alice was slightly 
under the influence of liquor and that 
she was sick during the early even­ 
ing. 


George Casterline told of finding the 
body. 
Dr. P. J. Higgins added to his 
testimony at the coroner’s inquest, 
saying that he had been engaged to 
ascertain if Aice Crispell met with 
foul play. He was asked concerning 
the abrasion over the left eye, and 
said the wound had not bled. 


He declared he had not examined 
the stomach or the lungs. He said that 
it would be possible for the girl to 
have been dead when thrown into the 
water and that the lungs would not 
fill with water in such a case. He 
gave drowning as the cause of death. 


Third degree methods were used in 
examining the father of Alice. 
He 
clung tenaciously to his story that he 
was home in bed at the hour the girl 
was last seen alive. He was unnerved 
by the ordeal of the sweatbox and 
showed signs of great anxiety, but he 
offered nothing that would tend to 
break down his original story. 


Crispeirs admissions that he had 
threatened to shoot the girl and his 
statements that he was often called 
upon to chastise her because of her 
irregular habits, prompted the author­ 
ities to suspect that he might have lain 
in wait or the girl and in beating her 
pushed her Into the lake. 


Letters which the authorities have 
in their possession show that Herbert 
Johns, the girl's lover, was never anx­ 
ious to meet the girl’s father. The let­ 
ters hinted that Johns was blamed for 
the girl’s waywardness, 


This has led the authorities to be­ 
lieve that Crispell may have become 
angered when he saw the girl and 
Johns together at the Oneonta hotel 
and that he waited along the roadway 
for her, 


It is reasoned that if Johns did 
leave the girl, as he says he did, that 
the father might have been the mys­ 
terious man in a dark suit and met his 
daughter, and as a result of a possible 
attempt to chastise her caused her to 
fall into the lake.

ready to 
comply with the new law this month. 


Hundreds of thousands of employes 
will be affected by the law, which be­ 
came operative July 1, with the pro- 
rision that it would not be obligatory 
in the event of an agreement to the 
contrary being entered into by employ­ 
ers and employes. 


Generally speaking, the new law will 
be put into effect on July 15, and will 
entail the employment of many addi­ 
tional clerks by the big corporations, 
particularly in railroad division offices, 
of which there are twenty-six in the

Pennsylvania railroad 
alone east of Pittsburgh.

The boy and dog were playing on 
the beach, but immediately responded, 
“Dorie” going inta the water without 
waiting to remove his clothing, and 
“Spud” trailing close behind him. He 
had taught the dog to tow him about 
in the water, and so when they reach­ 
ed the side of 
the drowning man 
“Dorie 1 placed Meyers' hands on the 
dog’s collar and headed him for the 
shore. 


They had a tremendous 
struggle 
with the currents and for a time it 
seemed that they would be swept out 
through the old Inlet channels and 
into a veritable raeway where the cur­ 
rents join the rougher waters beyond, 
but “Dorie” used his head and man­ 
aged to swing by with his “buoy” and 
burden and reach the shore.

ONE BEE STING 
FATAL TO FARMER 


Insect's Wound on Neck Causes 


Paralysis of Heart 


When 
John Pickering, forty-eight 
years old, a farmer of Woodbourne, 
near Bristol, Pa., was working on bis 
iarm, be was stung on tbe back of the 
neck by a large bee and died within 
fifteen minutes. 


No medical aid could be obtained in 
time to save the man's life. Dr. Herl* 
tage, of Langhorne, was summoned, 
but did not arrive in time. Dr. Heri­ 
tage says that death was the result 
of paralysis of the heart, caused by 
the bee's sting. 


The case is the first of its kind ever 
known in this vicinity, and it attract­ 
ing widespread attention throughout 
the neigbbui’hood. The medical profes­ 
sion is deeply interested. 


POISON GRASSHOPPERS 


Farmers Stop Pest By Spreading Drug 


on Fields. 


At least one hundred of the farm­ 
ers 
in 
Ford, 
Grey, 
Edwards .and 
Pawnee counties of western Kansas 
joined the “grasshopper day” in the 
spreading of tons of poisoned bran 
mash over the fields in an effort to 
check the ravages of grasshoppers, 
that in the last three weeks have done 
thousands of dollars of damage to 
young trees, alfalfa, corn, cane and 
other crops. 


Experts estimate that there is poi­ 
son enough in a single flake of the 
treated bran to kill four grasshoppers. 
Tho insects devour the preparation 
with avidity. Its effects are slow, but 
It Is said to kill every hopepr that 
eats it. Forty dead grasshoppers to 
the square foot were counted on the 
second day after the mash had been 
spread. 
The dead grasshoppers are 
eaten by their fellows, who in turn 
are poisoned. 


Boy Held on Manslaughter Charge. 
Raymond Raab, the fifteen-year-old 
hoy of Pittsburgh, Pa., who confessed 
to setting fire to six places on the 
North Side of Pittsburgh, was held for 
the grand jury to the coroner on a 
charge of manslaughter. The charge ia 
based on the fire in the Library apart­ 
ment and office building last Decem­ 
ber, in which Colonel J. L. Taylor per­ 
ished.

Turkey Resumes War. 


The Turkish army started Saturday 
to march on Adrianople. An imperial 
decree ordered the advance guards to 
occupy the territory which remained 
to Turkey after the signing of the 
treaty of peace in May and which Is 
not now occupied by Ottoman troops, 
but Bulgarians. 


According to the Agence Ottoman, 
the advance, which apparently took 
place both from .the Tchatalja lines 
and the Gallipoli peninsula, encoun­ 
tered no resistance. 


All furloughs have been stopped and 
the officers and men who are now ab­ 
sent will repoin their regiments. The 
government has again requisitioned 
horses and transport facilities, and 
everything points to Turkey’s inten­ 
tion to take an active part in the war 
now proceeding between Bulgaria and 
the other Balkan states.

Fillets of Beef With Bananas.—Cook 
the fillets, cut 
one and 
a quarter 
inches thick and arrange on a plat­ 
ter, pouring over them the liquor In 
the pan. Saute quarters of bananas in 
a small amount of butter until will 
cooked and place a piece of banana on 
each fillet' when serving. 


Banana Sponge.—Line a mold dipped 
in water with crosswise sections of 
banana, and fill with 
the 
following 
mixture: 
Mix a half cup 
of corn­ 
starch, one-fourth of a cup of sugar, 
and a fourth of a teaspoonful of salt; 
add gradually a fourth *of a cup of 
milk. 
Then add a quart of scalded 
milk, stirring and cooking for eight 
minutes, or cook in a double boiler fif­ 
teen minutes; add a teaspoonful of 
vanilla and the whites of three eggs 
beaten stiff. 
Chill thoroughly and re­ 
move from the mold. 
Serve with a 
custard made from the yolks of the 
eggs. 


Banana Salad.— Mix together some 
finely cut bananas, canned peas and 
French dressing. 
Serve in the skins 
of the bananas on lettuce leaves. 


Banana Fritters.—Cut the 
banana 
in small pieces, sprinkle with pow­ 
dered sugar and lay in lemon juice for 
half an hour, then dip in fritter bat­ 
ter and fry in deep fat.

thoughtful men when he said to his 
Yale audience that the self-made m a n 
Is not the greatest creation In 
the 
world. There are many truly self-made 
men whom we honor, and who carry 
their honors with becoming modesty. 
Such men recognize the 
fact 
that, 
though they get the credit for 
their 
own success, they owe it much to 
their conceit that everybody wishes 
they had w'holly let out the contract 
to somebody else. 
These are usually 
the ones who in fact ,owe m oB t and 
credit least to others for their suc­ 
cess. 


In the analysis we find that Mr. Fos- 
dick’s conclusion is correct. There ia 
no such thing as a Belf-made 
man. 
There are some men who owe success 
much to circumstances and very little 
to their own endeavor. There are on 
the* other hand men who have won 
their place by adding self-sacrifice and 
hard work to circumstances less fa­ 
vorable than those on which the oth­ 
ers rose. 
In men of both sorts mod- 
festy is becoming. 


“It Is not infrequent that the small

^ • c r c t i r y Redfield Confer« With Sena 
\tor Simmon* of Finance Committee. 
Wori Rates Likely to Become Effec­ 
tive Nov. 1—Other Sections of Meas­ 
ure to Become Law Jan. 1, 1914. 


Washington.—The fixing of specific 
dates when certain features of the Un­ 
derwood tariff bill shall become oper­ 
ative is being urged with such per­ 
sistency as to presago success. It is de­ 
sired to have the schedule comprising 
wool and manufactured articles thereof 
go into effect Nov. 1, leaving other sec­ 
tions of the measure to become a law 
Jan. L 1014. 


The general impression prevails that 
President Wilson favors this extension 
of time. The chief reason for such be­ 
lief arises from the fact that Secretary 
Redfleld of the commerce department 
recently held a long conference with 
Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
finance committee, on the proposition. 
Although Mr. Redfleld is largely inter­ 
ested In manufacturing enterprises, it 
fe not regurded as possible that he 
:would advance a change of such sig­ 
nificance and importance without the 
consent and approval of his chief. 


The argument used 
by Secretary 
Redfleld was that those engaged in 
many lines of industry demand a fixed 
date when the tariff bill should go into 
operation. They desire to adjust their 
business affairs in advance and be pre*

Great masses of petitions have been 
coming in from those conducting wool­ 
en business in all parts of the country 
praying that Schedule K be made ef­ 
fective Nov. 1. 
They urge an imme­ 
diate announcement by congress of 
iuch intention. They explain that this 
is absolutely essential in order that 
contracts may be made on that basis 
and raw materials purchased with that 
understanding. 


Of almost equal importance was the 
suggestion brought to Senator Sim­ 
mons by Secretary Redfleld that the 
Itvy on incomes be laid only on those 
accruing after July 1, 1013, and not be­ 
ginning with .Jan. 1 of this year. 
This 
would defer the gathering of an income 
tax for six months. 
The plea is ad­ 
vanced that an attempt to tax incomes 
accruing after Jan. 1, 1913, might be 
regarded as retroactive legislation and 
be pronounced unconstitutional by the 
supreme court 


Winfred T. Denison, assistant attor­ 
ney general, and James IF. Curtis, as­ 
sistant secretary of the treasury, in 
charge of customs, are the authors of 
an amendment of farreaching impor­ 
tance. I t had been previously laid be­ 
fore Chairman Underwood of the way« 
and means committee. 
I t has the in­ 
dorsement of the attorney general and 
the secretary of the treasury. 
There 
is a possibility that it may be approved 
by the finance committee and presented 
in the senate before debate begins. 


Under the proposed amendment the 
secretary of the treasury would be 
given authority to proclaim the dutia­ 
ble value of any merchandise as finally 
decided by the appraisers in case of no 
appeul to be the dutiable value. 
But 
whenever in the judgment of the sec­ 
retary it is practicable to make a gen­ 
eral schedule of dutiable values be may 
from time to time proclaim such val­ 
ues, publish them to take effect in no 
case less than fifteen days after publi­ 
cation, and "in the absence of such an­ 
nouncement proclamation shall take 
effect at the close of such fifteenth 
day, and such proclamation shall con­ 
tinue in effect until revoked or modi­ 
fied by the secretary upon sixty days’ 
notice/' 


Such proclaimed values by the secre­ 
tary would be ,used In lieu of foreign 
market values, thereby steadying the 
customs 4»ase as derived from an ad 
valorem s/stem. 


The new cigarette law prohibits the sale 
of cigarettes or cigarette papers to persons 
under 21 years old, under penalty of fines 
ranging from $100 to $300, in discretion 
of the court. Not only that, but a youth 
whom the regulation is aimed to benefit 
is required to tell where he obtained the 
interdicted articles should he happen to 
be caught with the goods, and his refusal 
to make divulgence to police entreaty is 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by a 
light fine or short imprisonment if he has 
attained 16 years. In case the young puf­ 
fer of the coffin nails is not 16, then he 
becomes a case for the serious considera* 
tion of the orphans' court. 
Any person 
buying cigarettes for a boy is just as lia­ 
ble as if he sold them.

WIÎIUÎÛRDER 


Fiancee oi Lske Victim Held 
Witiiout Bail. 


CORONER'S 
JURY 
IGNORED 


Suspicion Also 
Envelops the 
Fathtr 


of Alice Crlspell and He Is Under 


Surveillance. 


Herbert Johns, accused of murdering 
his sweetheart, Alice Crispell, whose 
body was found in Harvey's lake, was 
held on the charge of murder In the 
first degree after a hearing before an 
alderman in Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 


A coroner's 
jury had 
exonerated 
Johns of any connection with the tra- 
gedy, although deciding that the girl 
met her death through violence. 


Although Johns will now face trial 
on the charge of killing the girl, with 
M'hom he spent the last night she was 
seen alive, a tangle of suspicion has 
also enveloped William Crispell, 
the 
girl's father, who, it is alleged, once 
threatened to kill her because of her 
waywardness and irregular habits. 


A man in the dark, seen 
hiding 
along the road near the scene of the 
tragedy, about the time the girl is 
thought to have lost her life, Is believ- 
ed by some to have been the father, 
who observed 
her in company 
with 
Johns 
during the day, but did 
not 
speak to her. 


William Aicher, who was with Johns 
and the girl on the night of July 4, 
at the Oneonta hotel, Harvey's Lake, 
was the 
first 
witness. 
He said 
the 
girl had a few drinks and was slightly 
ill after drinking a lemon and seltzer. 
He was forced to admit that he heard 
Alice coax Johns to accompany 
her 
home, promising to get a place for 
him to stay with a relative. 


Mrs. Martha Holcomb, a sister of 
Alice, admitted that Alice was slightly 
under the influence of liquor and that 
she was sick during the early even- 
ing. 


George Casterline told of finding the 
body. 
Dr. P. J. Higgins added to his 
testimony 
at 
the 
coroner's 
Inquest, 
saying that he had been engaged to 
ascertain If Aice Crlspell met 
with 
foul play. He was asked 
concerning 
the abrasion over the left eye, and 
said the wound had not bled. 


He declared he had not examined 
the stomach or the lungs. He said that 
it would be possible for the girl to 
have been dead when thrown into the 
water and that the lungs would not 
fill with water in such a case. 
He 
gave drowning as the cause of death. 


Third degree methods were used in 
examining the father of Alice. 
He 
clung tenaciously to his story that ho 
was home In bed at the hour the girl 
was last seen alive. 
He was unnerved 
by the ordeal of the sweatbox 
and 
showed signs of great anxiety, but he 
offered nothing 
that 
would tend 
to 
break down his original story. 


Crlspeirs 
admissions 
that 
he 
had 
threatened to shoot the girl and his 
statements that he was often called 
upon to chastise her because of her 
Irregular habits, prompted the author- 
ities to suspect that he might have lain 
in wait or the girl and in beating her 
pushed her Into the lake. 


Letters which the authorities have 
in their possession show that Herbert 
Johns, the girl's lover, was never anx- 
ious to meet the girl's father. The let- 
ters hinted that Johns was blamed for 
the girl's waywardness. 


This has led the authorities to be- 
lieve that Crispell may have become 
angered 
when he saw the girl 
and 
Johns together at the Oneonta hotel 
and that he waited along the roadway 
for her. 


It is reasoned 
that 
if Johns 
did 
leave the girl, as ho says he did, that 
the father might have been the mys- 
terious man in a dark suit and met his 
daughter, and as a result of a possible 
attempt to chastise her caused her to 
fall into the lake.

joined the "grasshopper day" in the 
spreading of tons of poisoned 
bran 
mash over tho fields In an effort to 
check 
the ravases 
of 
grasshoppers, 
that in the last three weeks have done 
thousands 
of dollars 
of damage 
to 
young trees, alfalfa, com, cane and 
other crops. 


Experts estimate that there ie poi- 
son enough In a single flake of the 
treated bran to kill four grasshoppers. 
The 
Insects 
devour the 
preparation, 
with avidity. 
Its effects are slow, but 
It is said to kill every hopepr 
that 
eats it. Forty dead grasshoppers 
to 
the square foot were counted on the 
second day after the mash had been 
spread. 
The dead 
grasshoppers 
are 
oaten by their fellows, who in turn 
are poisoned.

lengthwise, and put 
into 
a shallow 
granite pan. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, add a third of a cup of su- 
gar and two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
juice. 
Baste the bananas with one- 
half the mixture. 
Bake twenty min- 
utes in a slow oven, basting during 
baking with the remainder of the mix- 
ture. 


Fillet« of Beef With Banana«.—Cook 
the fillets, cut 
one and 
a quarter 
inches thick and arrange on a plat- 
ter, pouring over them the liquor in 
the pan. Saute quarters of bananas in 
a small amount of butter until will 
cooked and place a piece of banana on 
each fillet" when serving. 


Banana Sponge.—Line a mold dipped 
in water with crosswise sections of 
banana, and fill with 
the 
following 
mixture: 
Mix a half cup 
of corn- 
starch, one-fourth of a cup of sugar, 
and a fourth of a teaspoonful of salt; 
add gradually a fourth 'of a cup of 
milk. 
Then add a quart of scalded 
milk, stirring and cooking for eight 
minutes, or cook In a double boiler fif- 
teen minutes; 
add a teaspoonful of 
vanilla and the whites of three eggs 
beaten stiff. Chill thoroughly and re- 
move from the mold. 
Serve with a 
custard made from the yolks of the 
eggs. 


Banana Salad.— Mix together some 
finely cut bananas, canned peas and 
French dressing. 
Serve in the skins 
of the bananas on lettuce leaves. 


Banana Fritters.—Cut the 
banana 
In small pieces, sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar and lay in lemon Juice for 
half an hour, then dip in fritter bat- 
ter and fry In deep fat.

They explain that this 
is absolutely essential in oi-der that 
contracts may be made on that basis 
and raw materials purchased with that 
understanding. 


Of almost equal importance was the

accruing after July 1, 1018, and not be- 
ginning with Jon. 1 of this year. 
This 
would defer the gathering of an income 
tax for six months. 
The plea is ad- 
vanced that an attempt to tax incomes 
accruing after Jan. 1, 1913, might be 
regarded as ivtroactive legislation and 
be prunouni-ed unconstitutional by the 
supreme court. 


Wlnfred T. Denlson, assistant attor- 
ney general, and James F. Curtis, as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury, in 
charge of i-ustoms, are the authors of 
an amendment of farreachlng impor- 
tance, It had been previously laid be- 
fore Chairman Underwood of the ways 
and means committee. 
It has the in- 
dorsement of the attorney general and 
the secretary of the treasury.

is a possibility that It uiay be approved 
by the finnnre committee and presented 
in the senate before debate begins. 


Under the proposed amendment the 
secretary of the treasury would be 
given authority to proclaim the dutia- 
ble value of any merchandise as finally 
dw;ided by the opprajsers in case of no 
Bpi^eal to be the dutiable value.

fifteenth 
day, and such proclamation shall con- 
tinue in effect until revoked or modi- 
fied by the secretary upon sixty days' 
notice."

The new cigarette law prohibita the sale 
of cigarettes or cigarette papers to persons 
under 21 years old, under penalty of fines 
ranging from $100 to $300, in discretion 
of the court 
Not only that, but a youth 
whom the regulation is aimed to benefit 
is required to tell where he obtained the 
interdicted articles should he happen to 
be caught with the goods, and his refusal 
to make divulgence to police entreaty is 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by a 
light fine or short imprisonment if he has 
attained 16 years. In case the young puf- 
fer of the cofiin nails is not 16, then he 
becomes a case for the serious considera- 
tion of the orphans' court.
